ALFRED DREYEUS. 


Alfred Dreyfus was born on Octob­ 
er 9, 1819, in the town of Muelbaus- 


en. Alsace, of Jewish parents. When 


the Germ ans annexed Alsace-Lorraine 
after the Franeo-Prussiati war, Drey­ 
fus withdrew frorq the conquered ter­ 
ritory and went to P ar fa! 
H ere the 
inborn hatred of the Teuton Invader 
found an outlet. 
He would Join the 
army and help fight 
the 
Germans 
when the proper time lam e. 
With this object ever uppermost in 
his thoughts. Alfred Dreyfus enter- 
d a m ilitary school In Pari*. 
Hw 
studied hard and in 
a 
rem arkably 
oht>rt tim e became proficient. In the 
rudim ents 
of 
m ilitary 
knowledge. 
This, however, wa<i not all he was 
seeking. 
He wanted to be a special­ 
ist in artillery and he continued his 
studies until he became an 
expert. 
Then he entered the army. 
Promo­ 
tion came rapidly, he was made cap­ 
tain and assigned to the general staff 
on probation. 
Soon after this he m arried and tn 
the course of time became the father 
of two children and was looked upon 
as wealthy and successful. 
Even In those days the 
German 
system of espionage was thorough. 
Germany had built up a huge m ili­ 
tary machine, which she expected to 
use to conquer the world, and she 
had undermined France with her best 
spies. m Germany collected 
all 
the 
knowledge on French m ilitary plans 
that she could, but she overstepped 
the mark. 
Colonel 
Schwarshoppen, 
German 
m ilitary attache In Paria, got care­ 
less. One day he threw Into his waste 
basket a llat of documents which re ­ 
vealed the most valued m ilitary sec­ 
rets of the French general staff. 
A charwom an employed 
by 
the 
French intelligence departm ent of the 
general staff, found the docum entary 
evidence that there was a traito r in 
the war 
office. 
General 
Mercler, 
then m inister of war, assigned Colonel 
Du Paty to Investigate the circum ­ 
stances and locate the culprit. 
Colonel Du Paty 
called 
Captain 
Dreyfus to his office and dictated 
letter to him containing the words 
composing the list found by the char 
woman. 
The letter was w ritten by 
Dreyfus from the dictation and with 
the original Hat was subm itted to M 
Bertillon, chief of the bureau of crim ­ 
inal identific&Uon. 
Bertillon swore 
the original-lietiw fs in ih e hand writ­ 
ing of Captginf Díeyfus* ánd a court 
m artial was ordered. 
Why Dreyfus was chosen for the 
test in the first place was never clear­ 
ly understood. The court m artial was 
held by a board of seven officers pick­ 
ed by the« general staff and behind 
closed doors. 
From the first Drey 
fus’ chances v^ere slim. 
He 
had 
blundered into the secrets of the gen­ 
eral staff, which w$s rotten with 
German corruption, and he was In 
a fair way to upset the careful prepa­ 
rations made for the betrayal 
of 
France, 
» 
, 
Documents were forged by some of 
the officers which implicated Dreyfus 
in the German soy system. 
These 
letters sealed his fate and he was 
convicted of treason in 1894 and sen­ 
tenced to life im prisonment on Devil’s 
Island. 
He was openly disgraced before the 
Paris garrison, his sword broken be­ 
fore him and his uniform stripped of 
all insignia. 
He m aintained his in-

The power of the preas then came 


into play. 
French newspapers an­ 
nounced that the trial was a travesty 


rib justice. English and American pa­ 
pers took up the case and went into 
details. 
Trained investigators were 
employed by the Dreyfus family, and 
Zola, the French, novelist, Openly ac­ 
cused the general staff of railroading 
Dreyful» tn order to protect them ­ 
selves. 
For the first time It became known 
that the forged papers had been read 
to the court m artial board after they 
haw agreed to acquit Dreyfus of the 
charge. 
Dreyfus and his counsel bad 
both been ignorant of 
the infamous do<*uní 
opinion demandd that a new* trial be 
held. 
An Investigation was ordered. 
IJcutennnt-Colonel Henry, of the gen­ 
eral staff, confessed that he had forg­ 
ed the incrim inating documents and 
then committed suicide in prison. 
Dreyfus was brought 
back 
from 
Devil's Island and the suoreme court 
of France ordered a new trial. 
An­ 
other court m artial, sitting at Ren­ 
nes, August 7, 1899. to the astonish­ 
ment of the public, again found him 
guilty and sentenced him to ten years 
more In prison. 
Maltre Labor!, who acted a counsel 
for Dreyfus, secured a pardon from 
the president and Dreyfus was again 
a free man. He was nyt content, how­ 
ever, with freedom. 
He wanted vin­ 
dication, and for six years he tried to 
clear himself. 
Another hearing was granted 
by 
the suprem e court in 1905 and his 
contlctlon was annulled by th at body. 
The French parliam ent restored Drey­ 
fus to the rank of captain and he 
was decorated with the 
cross 
of 
Chevalier of the Legion of Honor. 
From the hated officer condemned 
to death for treason he then became 
a popular hero. 
He was promoted to 
be a m ajor of artillery and served In 
the arm y for three years, when he 
retired and was attached to the staff 
of the m ilitary governor of Paris. 
When the present European 
war 
broke out in 1914 he requested a 
commission and the general staff ac­ 
cepted him and placed him in com 
mand of one of the forts defending 
Paris. 
Today he is an old mgn, but a war 
hero.
